The tnandation which may be classed as 
Yas kegond greatest in modern history oc- 
tarred in Holland in 1530. There have 
been many great floodain Holland, nearly all 
due to the Tiere of the dikea which form 
the only barrier between it and the sea. In 
1530 there was a general failure of the dikes, 
and the sea poured in upon the low lands. 
The people were as unprepared as were the 
victims of the Johnstown disaster. Good 
authorities place the numberof human beings

mind and intends to establish a new rule for 
the guidance of nations. Heintends to show 
them that ordinary laws do not bind the 
great American » and that when 
the United’ States choose to assert their 
right to an open sea that right must be re. 
speoted. The claim now made by the Gov. 
ernment is that Sea eng to 
this country by virtue of the purchase of 
Alasks from Russia, and that the United 
States have an exolusive right te all theseal 
fisheries therein. A glance at the map will 
show that this sea fs in reality a part of the 
Pacific Ocean. It is more than a thousand 
miles wide. It is not inclosed by land. It 
has always been « highway for all nations, 
It is true than when Alaska was owned by 
Russia, that empire claimed exclusive right 
to the sea, but by no power was that claim 
more suceesafally contested than by the 
United States. When John Quaincy 
Adams was Secretary of State under 
Monroe he nepetioted ® treaty with 
Russia by which that power abandoned 
ite absurd claim. England made the same 
contest and ceczred the same abandonment, 
When the United States seoured Alaska the 
astute Mr. Seward thonght there would be 
no harm in having Russia convey all her 
right to Behring sea along with the territory, 
and this he obtained. But i conveyed no 
right to the sea for the very good reason 
that Russia had none. The State Depart-. 
ment is now reviving the old Russian claim 


‘and is seeking to maintain an exclusive 


jurisdiction over that vaat body of water.

We leave Oban early in the merning, like 
Obidah, the son of Abensina, in the old Eng- 
lish Reader.

over the valleys and saw the hills gradually 
rising before him. As he passed along his 
ars were delighted with the mornin 
the bird of Paradise, he wae haul 
last flutters of the sinking breeze, and 
sprinkled with dew froin groves of spices ; 
nil his senses were gratified and all care was 
banished from his heart.”’ If we were enly 
a Dr, Johnson how easy it wonld be to write 
in grand and flowing strain and with the 
necessary changes to fit the latitude what he 
has said in his fable will do very well to 
describe the state of mind and bedy in which 
we sailed out of Kerrera Bay, and along the 
low green shore of Lismore Island inte Loch 
Linnhe. On our right hand is Dunstaffnaye 
Castle, where the celebrated Coronation Stone 
used to be kept. his is the stone that 
Jacob had fora pillow, and how it ever got 
to Ireland I can’t explain, but Fergus brought 
it from there to sacred Ion, and then to this 
castle, where it remained till Edward the 
First carried it to Westminster, where it may 
still be seen—where, in fact, I saw it. We 
\ere now among the scenes that Ossian sang of, 
the hills of Moroen, Appin, Benleruachan, 
and Ballacheelish, and we get a glimpse of 
the steep hillsides of Glencoe. We are leay. 
ing Argyleshire and far Lochabet is on the 

right, This was Banquo’s country, he whose 

host disturbed Macbeth so much, you know. 

he square outline of Inverlochy Castle 
shows among the trees, where Montrose and 
Argyle gave each other hot and heavy blows 
some two centuries and a half ago, and we 
land at Corpach, drive round a string of locks 
like a giant staircase, and enter the Caledon- 
ian Canal. This canal, which cuts off the 
northern third of Scotland, is sixty.two.miles 
long, of which thirty-eight are formed by 
natural lakelets or lccha, leaving only twenty- 
four to be added artificially. The canal is 
only four miles longer than the straight line 
joining its extremeties, Loch Aber and the 
te Firth. ‘Che most conspicuous figure 
on the landscape ‘here is Ben Nevis, the 
highest mountain in Scotland, that rises to 
the eastward of us, stretches out his giant 
sleeve of mist over our vessel and shaked 
down on our headea little shower of wel. 
come. Thisisthe natural “dew of Ben 
Nevis," but the manufactured article is quite 
different, and the Scots are not wont to put 
up an umbrella when they see it coming. The 
big distillery where it ie made is in the 
shadow of the mountain, and you see its 
name on signboards in every town in Svot- 
land. 


Further on we see a stone wall ranning 
from the left hand of the canal away over the 
high hills ima straight line. It marks the 
bonndary between Argyll and Inverness 
shire. It was very necessary such a wall 
should be built or elee a body might not

SWORDFISH KI! 


Mow ft te Carried om by 
and Comeccticat Marieers. 


The swordfish season opened last week, 

a Stonington letter tothe New York 
“Son”. There is both money and fun in 
swordfishing. Afew years ago few fished 
for the big, wily, wicked, and rolitary Ls 
fish of the ocean; then smackemen chared 
him in their-ewiff*orafte for the, sport the 
novel cruise afforded to idlers at summer 
resorts, who paid $1 a head to eve the fish 
and etick « 
harpoon into him. Finally, since the dietary 
merits of broiled ewordfieh were recognized, 
ewordfirhing became a steady and lucrative 
vooation. 

New London, Stonington, and especially 
Block Island are the home of swordfishmen. 
Te open the swordfishing sesaon it is neces 
sary only for a emackeman to fix a board 
walk up to the end of his bowsprit, where a 
little cage ia erected for the harpooner to 
stand in, and lash « long-tailed — 
along the side of the bowsprit ; then is 
ready to cruise, He sails right out toward 
the gulf stream, twenty, thirty, or f 
miles, near whore tepid waters thes . 
fish loves to float laz'ly near the surface, his 
dorsal fin just showing above and cutting the 
water like the coulter of asod plow. The 
smack swims smoothly up to the fin and the 

r drives his long-handled trident 
into the big fish. To the end of the spar is 
attached by a strong cord a flosti . 
which the harpooner lets go overbonn’ as 
soon ashe strikes the fish. No sooner does 
the fish feel the cold sveel in his vitale than 
he is off in « furious rush into the wide 
ocean, dragging along the buoy, which points 
out to the fishermen the course he is taking. 
The smackemen sail after the fish until he 
tires himeelt ont ; then they kill him at their 
leisure, lift him aboard, and go cruising for 
more game. 

A smitten swordfish does not always die 
ignominiously, and when the notion pops 
into his head, as it frequently does, that he 
will make it lively for the enemy, he is an 
ugly antagonist. Twice last sammer wound- 

swordfish drove their long, sharp swords 
clean through the sides of smacks; and in 
one instance the vessel barely cecaped going 
to the bottom, the sea pouring in. through 
the broken planks. In another instance a 
big swordfisn towed a smack several miles, 
the harpoon line being fastened to the vea 
nel.

Oaly the feeblest currents should be used 
on submarine lines, since heavy pulses which 
could be employed with impanity on land 
lines, if they did not soon destroy the cable. 
covering would, at least, tend to develop 
faults which otherwise might long remain 
latent, Defects in cable covering that other 
wise may not lead to harm admit moisture, 
hence under the action of a strong cur- 
rent, oxides sre quickly formed, destroying 
lnwulation. The necessary use, in ocean tele- 

phy, of the lightest currents has led to 
sendnenene of a class of recording instru- 
ments remarkable for delicacy of action— 
notably the Siphon Recorder, which indi- 
cates the elec —— by a wavy ink-line 
on a tape, and the Xeflecting Galvanometer, 
which causes a apot of light to move from 
right to left in a darkened room. With these 
recorders and thirty cella of battery, mese- 
ages sent across the Atlantic are telegraph- 
loally reproduced in ink at the rate of from 
twenty to twenty-five words a minute, each 
way, the cable being duplexed. Bat for 
electrostatic induction a single cell of battery 
world suffice for transmission trom tie earth 
to the moon, if those bodies could be connec- 
ed by a wire of the size used in ocean cables.

neages related to marriage. The Rev. Mr. 
Ridley and other careful observers hold that 
no man gould marry & woman of the same 
totum as himvelf.

Considered as a race, it cannot be mn that 
they possess in any sense either a religion or 
any form of worship. Isolated tribes have 
been met with who have a vague fear of a

the most painstaking observers have been un- 
able to decide. No general idea or myth as 
to the creation of the world exists, Folk- 
lore is not found, theugh certain traditions 
have been handed down from father to son 
in the poetical form which are of a rémark- 
able character, but this only applies to tribes, 
who a to have advanced beyond the 
narrow limite which hedged in the great mass 
of their fellow countrymen. The belief is 
prevalent that anterior to the blacks the 
land was inhabited by a race very different 
from the natives themselves, In Western 
Australia, when the whites first made their 
appearance they were looked upon as return.
